BUFFALO BILL OUTSHOOTS SCOUT BILLY COMSTOCK. 
Hsro to more thon o generation of Am.ericoos, Hie IUMI& of 
William F.Cody remoins permanently enshrined as the "greatest 
Cowboy 'hot ever lived." A spectacular shooting contest in 
which Cody participated during the eorly days of hi$ career 
bestowed upon him the title of Buffalo Bill, o nicknome he 
carried for the rernoinder of his life. 

In 1876 When Cody was just 21 the Kansas Pacific Railway 
hired him to supply their laborers with as much buffalo meat 
OS they could eat. Young Cody signed a contract to kill on 
overage of 12 animals a day and during a period of 18 months 

he set a record by killing 4,280 buffalo. The well-fed railroad workers soon began 
Calling him Buffalo Bill ond "king of the buffalo hunters." 

At about the same time another man also claimed the same title. He was B'Hy Com- 
stock, chief of the scouts at Fort Wolloce. A buffalo shooting contest was- orrooged 
between the two men, each man to take 3 chonces on 3 different herds on successive 
days. On the first day Cody killed 36 buffalo to Comstock's 23. .The second day 
found each mqjl slaughtering 14 of the onimols. When the third herd was sighted Cody 
did o surprising thing. He removed the saddle ond bridle from his horse, dashed bare- 
back among the buffolo ond killed 69 of them os compared to 57 s'oin by Comstock.Thg 
total score wos Cody 119 - Comstock 94. The daring contest firmly established Cody 
as the rightful owner of the nickname "8uffale Bill" 



LITTLE SURE SHOT. Born in Ohio in the year I860, "hoebe 
Annie Oakley Mosee, become known for ond wide as the 
greatest woman sharpshooter who ever lived. At the oge of 10 
she supported her family by shooting quail for o market in 
Cincinnati. So expert was she in this pursuit that in 5 years 
time she was able to pay off the mortgage on the family farm 
With the money earned. Annie married the first man she de- 
feated in o rifle match, Fronk Butler, a skilled vaudeville 
marksman, whom she vanquished at the age of fiffeen.lt 
took Buffalo Bill just 15minutes to sign Annie Oakley for his 
show in 1885, but she remained with it for 17 yeors. It was 
Sitting Bull who gave her the nicknome "Little Sure Shot," after watching some of her 
incredible shooting feats. At 20 poces Annie Oakley could slice a playing card with 
the thin edge toward her, and pierce o cord tossed into the air several times before it 
reached the ground. At one time she hit 4,772 bolls out of 5,000 tnssed into the oir.

GUM INVENTOR SEEKS MODEL OP OWN WEAPON. Fe> a 
jRlber of yen's Samuel Colt hod ottempred te interest Govern- 



ment officiols in his famous six-shoo"ter gun, and always he 
hod been unsuccessful. The only persons who wanted Colt's 
weapon were: the Texas Rangers and the frontiersmen of the 
Texas plains, for they hod found the pistol a useful one 
'n fighting against Indians and Mexicans. Inasmuch as the 
cowboys lacked the funds with which to moke lege pur- 
chases, Colt hod to give up revolver making. 
At the outbreak of the Mexicon Wor, the Texas Ra»gers joined 
the forces of Zochory Taylor and furnished their own equip- 
ment '"rveh included the Colt six-shooters. So successful were the weapons that 
Genera! Taylor requisitioned the Government for 1,000 Colt revolvers. There werenone 
available and in desperation the Government turned to Colt, but he olso hod none on 
hand. Ho hod sold or given away all of his six-shooters, ond had not made them f o-- 
fhe last 5 yean -• in fact he writ bankrupt. As o frantic lost resort, Colt placed ad- 
vertisements in tb« newspapers asking .for one of his own guns to be used os a model, 
but to no avail. C«'t eventually began to produce revolvers, but none of tn»m wen 
mods according to the specifications of his eld favorite, the "Texan"' model. 




COFPEE BARREL BANK, Far a : period of? years (1d63kl870) 

a ceffee barrel in Dexter Morton's mercantile store served as 
Seattle's first and only bank. Depositors simply placed their 
money in a sack which they then threw into the open barrel. 
Horton woe notified of the amount of the deposit which he 
noted on a ledger, the only book of record. Whenever a depo- 
sitor needed money, all he hod to do was go to the barrel, take 
out as much as he wonted and leave o receipt for the amount 
which was token and then checked against the ledger. 
This business based on the principle of honesty wos o highly 
successful one ond continued with no losses until 1870 when 
it b»came necessary to eniarge the institution into a full fledged hank, tbe f'rst one 
organized in the Pacific Northwest. Known os the Phillips, Horto* ond Company bank 
It was cop 'tali zed at $50, 000 and for an additional period of 10 years wo? the only bank 
in Seattle. The some bonk exists today, the modern outgrowth of the s'range coffee 
barrel system wh. icjvstarted the whole business.

The araument waxed 
hot and heavy until finally the 2 New Englonders agreed ta settle the" issue by tossing 
e penny — heads for Portland and tails for Boston, The coin was flipped into the air by 
en innocent bystander as both men anxiously looked on. Heads won end Portland re- 
ceived 'he title ii bears today, the only city of the old west to be .named by the toss 
of a coin.
